The following is the letter of Gen. Croxton 
to the city council : 

To th! lion. Mm/or and U'lieral Council of ti e 
Ctti/ of Louitcitl-: 

1 hex leave to call your attention to the ful. 
lowing extract from an act passed by the Gen- 
eral .\s5e1nbly at its Inst session, and approved 
March 18. 1871, entitled '-.Vn act lo incorpo- 
rate the Frankfort, Paris, and Hig Sandy Rail- 
road O.impany : 

"Sei tion 13. That whenever the city conncil 
of any city, or the hoard of trustees of any 
town, into or near lo w hich it is proposed to 
contrucl said Frankfort, Paris, luid Hi;; Sandy 
railroad, or the peneral council of the city of 
Louisville, shall be requested to do so, it shall 
be the duty ol such ci'y council or town trus- 
tees lo submit to a vote ot Ihc qualified voters 
of such city or lovvii, on a day to be designated 
by such council or trustees, not later than 
thirty (30) days afier the application is m ule 
to them by said company, the question of sub- 
Bcribini; for and on behalf of such city or town 
the amou.it of stock proposed by said company 
un the term I prop'ised ; and if a majority of 
ihose vo'ing shall vote in favor of inakinj; 
such subscription, it shall he the duly of such 
city council or board of trusleea to enter the 
vote on its records, and the mayor of such city, 
or president of the board of trustees of such 
town, shall m ike the subscription in accord- 
ance with the vote." 

In confoi mity with tho above, and incom- 
pliance with instructions from the board of 
directors of the Frankfort, Paris, and liig 
fanily Railroad C juipany, 1 have the honor to 
re(|Ucst your honorable body lo .submit to a 
vote of the qualifisd voters of tl e city of L )i.i - 
\illr, on a day lo be designali d liy them, not 
late- tlian thirty (30) days hence, the qin siion 
of fu'i cribinff for and on behalf of said ciky, 
for ten thoiuaid shares (of fifty doll us each ) 
to the capital stock of said company, said sub- 
scription to be paid by Uie issue and delivery 
to said company of five hundred thousand dol- 
lars in the bonds of said city, iii iniring in 
thirty years, and bearing eigli; p -r cent, in- 
terest per annum, payable seuii-annually in 
the cily of New Vork, said bonds to be of the

A. REVIEW OF THt: SUGGESTION 1 OF 
OOVER:<OR D1X1N ON THE POLIT- 
ICAL SITUATION, BY H. F. 
TURNfB. ESQ 

To lit' Kililor 0/ Ihe I.oniti ille f.etir/er : 

I have just read in your paper a letter nd- 
dressed lo lleiiiy Wattersou, Ksq., editor o( 
the Courier-Journal, bv our lenenible fellow- 
cilizeu, ex Uovcriior Archibald Oixnit, upon 
ihe political situation ; and as the Uovei iior. 
in it, makes a proposiiion lo Ihe people of the 
I'nited Slates, lie thereby invites each and 
every citiien lo consider and discuss its mi rils. 
This I propose lo do, but as a citizen feelini; i> 
deep interest in the subject miller, with an 
ardent desire that the liberty won by our 
fathers in ic!, and enjoyed by ourselves, may 
be perpetuated in nil lime to come. 

I presume, llierelore, thst. ns a (iiiblic jo ir- 
nalisi, and especially »» a Uemocraiic one, you 
will (jive an old-line Democrat a hearing 
through your columns. 

The Govvriior presents, first, our situation, 
and the evils altendiiip:; next, his remedy 
thereior, and 1 might add, also, ihe base lor a 
new party. 

In presenting the siination and the evils, he 
accepts Ihe Tliirteen h, Fourteenth, and Fifili- 
teenlh Amendments lo the Conslitulion of Ihe 
United Slates as the logical seqences of ihe 
late war, and assumes that the faiili of Ihe 
people wlio won the battle is pledged to their 
maintenance; but 111 it "he interpretation given 
these amendments by Congressional legislation 
for the last four years is not such ns is wur- 
raiited by their letter, or, to jjire his own 
worils, '• uliat it on iheir /ace fxjiressed." 

He then proposes, as ft remedy, lhat hv 
another aniuiulineiit to the Conslitulion the 
courts shall be free and independent, and the 
billot-box free from Federal military iiilerCer- 
ence. .\nd this is lo lunu the pl.itform or 
•' great roek upon which the people can slaud 



and I nitle in di tense and prosecution of Ih.ir 
most sacred rights ' — [a new p.nly i. 

To our mind the (ioverni)r is wrong in some 
of his premises. He is liniiil of results: bis 
lemedy is delusive — chimerical. 

To illustrate: The Fourteenth and Filtli- 
t^enth Amendnieiits are not the logical se- 
quences ol the war; not a bit more so tiian is 
cveiy violalicn of Ihc Federal Coiistitui i.ni. 
every usurpation of power, and every fiaud 
prat lic.'d by the pirty in power during the last 
ten } eiii's. T.» acco[it the ani'Mid ii'-nts ii]»o n 
that ground, is lo accept all that has been done 
as legiiiinate. We krow llnit of late il has 
been .said, and often repealed by many great 
1 nd lesser men. thai "these nniendments were 
tiie isnicsof Ihe war; '' that 'Mliey were settled 
by the conflict of arms;'' that "(hey are dead 
issues, ' and such like expressions ; bul with a 
few exceptions they came from those who as- 
sistc.l in perpclraliiig Ihcni, and •.vho wished 
what Ihey said to be .so ; it has been used, tuo, 
as an uliim ilum, to bush discussion and stop 
invesligalion. 

Il has been said of ll;e American people that 
"of all nations, they soonest forget Ihe past. ' 
This trail of our people may, lo some extent, 
account for llie seeming acquiescence which of 
la'e is given i>y some lo Ihe assertion, tha' the 
^aid aniendnients were the issues ol the war. 

We nr.! not .lurjirised lo hear siii-li asserlioiis 
from Senators Uutler, Siie-uian, .Mor'ou, 
Schur/., and Iheir associates; but, coming iroiii 
our fvllow-cilizen, Uov. iJixon, Ihey do snrpri.-e 
us. 

What are the fads'.' Let ns look back into 
the historv of the last ten yiars and see what 
were the issues of the war, and what its "logi- 
1 al sei|uenccs." 

The Republican party in l?C'l met in nation- 
al convention in the city of Chicago, iiii'l 
a.iopted a platform, lhc4tli resolution of which 
was as follows: 

"'tlh. That the mainlenancc inviolate of the 
rig'lts of the Slates, and especially the right of 
■ ach State to order and control its own domes- 
tic institutions, according lo its ow n judgment 
ixcluiively, is ess-ntial to lliat balance id 
power on which the perfection and endurance 
uf our political labric nepciids ; and we dc- 
nnuno the lawless inva.sioii by arine I force of 
the soil of any Sl ite or Territory, no ninitcr 
under what pretext, as among the gravest of 
crimes.' 

Py this convention Abrahini LiiKo'n was 
l o iiii aled li r President, and ujion th.it phil- 
form elected. 

In ISijl, after active liosiiliiies liegan, the 
Hon. .1. J. Crilleiideii, Senator in C. 01(1 less 
Irotn Kentucky, ollered lac loilowiu^ resolu- 
tion: 

' I! toli-dl. That Ihe present deidorable civil 
war has been lorce^l upon the country by Hie 
disunioi isis of the Snulhern Slates now in re. 
volt against Ihe consiitnlioiial govrriinieiil. and 
ii: arms aro'in.l Ihe 1,'ipilal: lhat in lliis na- 
I'oii-'l ciiiergeucy ('ongiess. Iiini-liing all feel- 
ing of mt-re p.ission or reseiiiineiit. will rrcol- 
hclonly its duty to the whole country; that 
liiis w.ir is not waged upon our part in uiiy 
spiiil of ot>pi fssion, nor for any iturpos*- of 1011- 
<|iiesi or suljugaiion, nor purpose of over- 
throwing! or interfei ing with the ri.ehts or 
established inslitutioni of ihu.se .Siaie.s, bul to 
defend and maintain the supremacy of lie 
C .ustilulion, and lo preserve Ihe I'liion with 
ill the dignity, equality, and lights of the 
i, veral Slates uiiiiiipaireil ; thai us soon as 
these oi'jects arc accomplished Ihe war ought 
to cease." 

This resolution passed C iiigress almas; unan- 
iuioiis! y. 

In December. 18GI, our K.'iitiicky Legisla- 
ture adop ed ibis same rcsoluiiou. (Sec acl, 
I fir. I. page 120.1 

luilii ed by this national p'edje, may brave 
n en eniisled from every section of ihe .Sortli 
in defense of the I'nion; and in Kentucky it 

<|iiieleil Ihe np|ireheiisii,ii5 of our [ p!e about 

tiie purposes of ihe war. and ciused many to 
in ist in Ihc F.deial army. 

Various letters anil pr.iclamation of Presi 
dent Lincoln were of Ihe same Iciior. 

Tlo- only issue and avoweil olijeclof the war 
was lo i-siore ami preserve the I'nion, without 
anv iiilenltuu I't i!il»'rr» ri- w ith the Slates. .\t- 
ler several years' contii -t. Ihe .S p"lbern lines 
were broken, the South was invailed by Fed- 
eral soldiers, and. while it might be said with 
triiib. that the w.ir had not In en waged lor Ihe 
KT lived nurpose of destroying slavery, yet its 
destruction was an inevitable consequence of 
the invasion of the South by .N'orlh'Mn troops. 
Paper proclainatioin protecting or destroying 
ihc institution were of no elVtcl. Tlic negio' S 
were practically free, and Iree forever, where- 
ever the army went. The Thirteenth Amend 
luent, abolishing slavery, proclaimed in li?G ', 
had little other elfcct thin to abolish the iiisti- 
tulion in Ihose States remaining in Ihe I'nion. 
And. indeed, it had already become almost 
worthless in those Stales. 

Bv this lime the war lia.d ceased. December 
IStli, l8Cj, President Johnson so stated in a 
message lo the Sen.ile, and in Ihe lollowing 
April he proclaimed il lo the v orld. 

The war being al an en I. how can it he sal 11 
that the Fourtceiilli and Fifteenth Amend- 
ments were issues settled by Ihe war when 
Ihey were piocl.iinied jears afterward — the 
Fourteenth in \^Gi and the Fifteenth in 1870.' 

Hut il is said that "tin y have received coii- 
stitntionnl aanct'on, and that the faith of Ihc 
people who fought and won Ihe battle is pledged 
lo their 111 liiileiiani e" 

This we deny. 'iVhen nn.l how did Ihey re- 
ceive coiistitution.il s.inclion ? The Constitii- 
t on of ihe Ui.itcd Sta'es proviites lliat it may 
b- amended nhen an amendmrnl is proposed 
bv two-thirds of both Houses of ' "oii j re3«. or on 
the application of lwo.lhirds of the States, 
through Iheir Lejislaliires. for a convent io.i ; 
and the nniendinenl. when s,, pn, posed, shall 
be ratified by ilie l.^giil.itures of three lnurlhs 
of the States, or by coiivenl ions of three loiirllis 
of the Slates (Ar. V, Con. I'. S. 1 

A' Hie lime the Fourieenth and Fifleeulli 
Amendments we e pionosed. there were lliirly. 
six Stales of the I'liion. with a representation 
of over 301; members; two thirds of this num- 
ber, or '.'04 members, were required lo vole in 
favor of the proposetl aine-idiin nt. before it 
could be conslilutioiiubly oll'ereil lo the .Slates 
for ratification. Now the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment only laceived 171 votes; Ihe Fifteenth 
.Amendment 183 voles in C.ingre's. Legally, 
this then was an end of them. 

lilt; it is contended lhat the Somliern Slates 
were not eiitilleil to representation in Congres-. 
This position can not be niaiiitaiued. They bad 
been treated as States in reliellion by every 
department of the government; their exisience 
as States recognized, assiiranees given that 
their internal governments should not be dis- 
turbed or iinpain d, and, more than this, aftir 
hostililies had ccn.s. d, the voles uf these States 
were received in ISik'i, ralityiiig the Tliirteeiilh 
.■\mendment. Williout their vote Ihc Thir- 
teenth Amendment did not receive three fouiths 
of Ihe Slates. Their ralificalio-. of a ('.mstiln- 
lional Aniendmenl was an exercise of one of 
the bigliest rights of Stale sov.-reignly. 

The conclusion then, is inevitable, that the 
Fourteenth and Fifleenth Amendments wore 
never presented lo the Slates lor ralificalion 
as required by the Conslitulion. and any vote 
of Ihe States upon them was a nullity. 

lint, waive thai ol'jeclion, aii<l ailmi'. that 
they il'd receive in Congrers asullieieiit vote — 
being two thirds of all the meiiibers present — 
how have ihey received the lalifi'-atioti of three 
fourth of the States? In 18CC and I8G7 
twentv Xorlliern States and one Southern State 
(Tennessee) ratified the Fourteenth Amendini nt 
(iiventy-one in all), whiU Delaware, .Mary- 
land. Kentucky, and ten Southern Stales re- 
jecte.l the amendments (thirteen in all;. 

Then began in Congress one of the most iufi- 
nions tyranniesand frauds ever jiracticed by any 
leuislaiivo body upon any people on earth, 
known ns the •'reconstruction acts of Con- 
gress.' 

Finding thai three fourths of Ihe States 
would not ratify the Fourieenth Amendment, 
Congress, on the 2d of .March. 18G7, passed an 
act d-'claring no Slate (iovernment lo exist in 
Virginia, .N'orlh Carolina, South Carolina, 
Georgia, .Mississippi, Alabama, Louisi.na, 
Florida, Texas, and Arkansas ( I'ennessec hav. 
ing ratified Ihe amendment under Brownlow, 
was not included in the act). These ten Slates 
were divided into military districts, ami made 
subject to the mililary :iutiiority of the I'nited 
States. The President was r'qiiired to jilace 
iu cou-'uiaod of each an officer of the army, with 



fii!li' ient military f.irce to enable said officer lo 
cXf«-uie his cioninaiid. 

Having thus placed said States under mil- 
itary lyranuj. C ingress ollered them ibeii 
liberty upon eondilion thftllhcy would renio iel 
Iheir Stale Constiiutions tO as lo permit the 
negroes lo vole, kv.. and that they would each 
ratify llie Fourieenth Ameuiliuciii. To lhos> 
lemoved from these scenes of oppression, such 
n-nrpiiions can scarcely be realizi-d, and as a 
sample of this infamous act of Congress, I here 
co|iy the filth section : 

"Sue. 5. That when Ihe people of any one "of 
Slid rebel Stales shall have lormed a consiitii 
tion of government in CJnbirmity with the 
Constilution of ihe I'liited Stales In all re- 
spects, framed by a convention of delegatif 
elected by the male citizens of sidd Stale '2 1 
years old and upward, of whatever race, color, 
or previous coiiilition. wh ) have been resident 
in sai.d State for one ymr previous to the d.iy 
of such election, except sii' h as may be dis- 
franchised for pariici) ftiion in the rebellion, 
ur for felony al common law, and when sncli 
constilution shall provide that the elective 
franchise shall l;e eiijo.ied by all Euch persons 
as have the qiialiliiatious herein stated for 
electors of delegates, and when sin h constil 11- 
tion shal b' ratified by n inaiorily of Ihe per 
[ sous votin.' on the i|iiesl:oii 1 f ratifiei-.lion, who 
iure qualified as electors fir de cgates, and 
w hen such constilution mail have hi en siib- 
iniiled lo Congress for exaniiiiation and np. 
proval. and C.mgress shall have approved the 
same, and wh-u said Stale, by a vole of its 
Legislature, eleclel u ider said constilution. 
sIihII have adopleii the nnicndment to the Con. 
stiiulion of the Cnired Slat' s, proposed by tl:e

It was bi» 
these Slate governments, thus created and con- 
trolled, that Ihe Fo'irtecnth Amendment wis 
ratified in l.'-OS. The Filleinth was ratifisd 
at'ier Ihe same fashion in 1870, 

The evidei.ces ol ilie.se fads appear ot record 
I in the archives of Ihe governnienl at Wasbing- 
j iiiuton.

llow i iii t^i ivernor Dixon, wiiii these fads 
hefoie iiini, admit tliat these amendnienis have 
received a l oiistitulional sanction '.' How em 
he say that the f.iilli of the people who fought 
and won Ihe battle is pledged lo Iheir main- 
tenance ? 

So far from the fifteenth Amendment being 
ratified by the naiion. it was not even ratified 
by the R. piiblican parly in ilie r iiatii nn! con- 
vt iilion in 18G8. lieM in Ci i a;.o. Their plat, 
form contains Ihe folloving resolution : 

21 Resoliit on — 'The guar, n'y of Congress 
of t qiial siilfi age loali loyal men al the South 
was ill m inded by every consideration of pub 
lie safely, of gratitude, and o( justice, and must 
I be niaiiilained, while the question of sutfragt 
I in all the loyal .'•^lales properly belongs to the 
I people of llios* Stales.'' 

Here the principle of the Fifteenth .\nu nd-j 
iiieiil is rcpu liated by the la.^t national coiiven- 1 
I lion of the R>'puldicaii party. .Sir. instead of| 
i the logical si*quetices of the war, these amend- ' 
ni' iilsare fran |s, perpetrated by the ndniiiiis- 
Iraiion nfier geltiiie into power, under pre- 
texts of savinv' the I'nion. and witii the pledge 
that Ihey woiibl not inlerlere wilh Ihe States 
in any manner wliaiever. 

Willi all due respect, we hold that it is now 
due of Gov. Dixon, ami all those other patri- 
otic cinzfiis who called theniselves t'rion iiien 
I during tile war. to rally and lo save the gov- 
ornmenl from the desii iictiuii thai awaits it by 
, the iniposiiion upon the country of siiidi fraud- 
ulent am -ndnienis to the C lustitutiou. 

The Fourteenth and Fifleenth .Vmendmenls 
. have never ri-ceived the constitutional sanction 
of even a majorilv ol Ihe people ol the l'iiil> d 
Slaets, and never will so long as we re:ain a 
I Repntilic.in government. 

The ndminislr.itiou has, by military force, 
I usurped the power to prevent a free expre sion 
of the people upon the subject, iiihler the pre- 
text of protecting loyal citizens, and in many 
.'^l. lies almost the entire while population has 
j been prevenied from Voting. And to say thai 
. itiis Iraiid and iisnrpillon ot power by Ibe ail-

TeachiaR a Horse to Stop. 

When r get a new liorsi-, aii.l timt is nol 
very ofltti, I make it my liisl IjiHiiui's to ttacli 
that horse to slop sii'lJenly, when 1 tiist say 
"ivhoa," by gently jerking on tlie lines, the 
horse soon begins to nmierstimi yon. He 
sho ilii be first lanpht to stoj> while walking ; 
then stopped on a gentle trot, and finally when 
driven rapidly. There isn't a iiorse in the 
world that cannot be taught in a d ly's time 
to stop, by a short sharp "whoa," without 
drawing on the lines. And they should learn 
to do this, just as i]uitk as they can. Presently, 
no matter how badly frightened the Iiorse is, 
he will stop when he hears the word. Many 
horses become unmanageable when they get 
their tails over the lines; so if anything 
touches their heels, away they go. To a horse 
properly taught, the word of the driver should 
be »s potent as the sionlesl lines. 

Let rae illustrate the value of my sugges- 
tions, by relating what I have saved in this 
way: Not long since, I purchased a spirited 
young horse, and the first lesson I gave him 
was to ^top when I spoke to him.

Miijor 
iirown says that he has used this remedy in 
perhaps a thousand cases since liijJ, and never 
once failed to give relief in five or ten min- 
utes. This remedy is for nervous headache, 
and is not lor tho.-e aiUictions of the head aris- 
ing from deranged stomuchs.

U.soROL'ND lio.vK. — Some time ago, we saw 
the use of bones recoium-.'nded, and a rich 
growth promised to all who would take pre- 
caution to jdacc a piete of hone in the bottom 
of each put, when transplanting llawers. Al- 
ways anxious to adojit every device lo promote 
the well being of our fioral fworitcs, wc de- 
termined to try ihc bone experiment. Know- 
ing ihat bone-dust is one of the best fertilizers 
lor Fnchsia.s, w hen u.seil in moderation, we in- 
cluded several Fuchsias in our experiment. 
The plants were carefully potted, a piece of 
bone being placed over the drain. In nshort 
time, the plants began lo sickei, and the lives 
of several fine roses, geraniums, etc., were 
saved by transferring them to other pots. In- 
stead of finding the fibrous roots twining 
themselves aboijl the bone, as wc were told 
they would do, tiiey were brown and discolored 
and shrinking away as fast .as possible, wilh 
the plant's fine instinct that there was literally 
"death in the pot." — Kentiieki) I'eoj^le.

Sour. — .\ll soups are belter to be made with 
fresh uncooked meat, ad that which has been 
<-ooked once has lost much ot its tl:ivor and 
nearly all of its juices. It is therefore better 
economy to hash or slice your cold meat, and 
buy fresh for soup. .Soup should not boil very 
hard, as that lias a tendency to toughen the 
meat. Fat meat is nol so proper nor healthy 
for soup as tf.e leaner pnils of the linist tucal. 
The fat does not impart much H.tvor, and is 
not palatable. Soup may be kept lill the next 
day; belore it is healed over again skim oti 
the cuke of fat which congeals on the top.

Chlo- 
roform will also remove paint from a garment 
or elsewhere, when benzole, or bisulphide, or 
carbon fails. 



For Red Ants. — John II. Ferguson, of Rens- 
selaer county, N. v., writes, that he has thor- 
oughly cleared an oid house of this pest twice, 
wijhin the past fifteen years, thus: " Grease a 
plate wilh hog's lard, and set it where the ants 
are troublesome; they will desert the sugar- 
bowl for the lard. Place a few sticks around 
the plate for the ants lo climb up on. Occa- 
sionally turn the plate bottom up over a fire, 
where there is no smoke, and the ants will 
drop off into the fire. Reset the plate, and in 
a few repetitions you will catch all the ants. 
They trouble nothing while lard is accessible.' 



Long Wick.s. — Cram all the wick you can 
into the lamp, fill up the interstices wilh 
sponge, and saturate the whole wilh kerosene. 
The supply is sulHcienl for the longest winters 
night; as long as any oil remains in the wick 
the lamp keeps burning. This has been fiirly 
tested. As the wick burns away keep filling 
up wilh sponge, and you have the nearest ap- 
proach to a salcty lamp.
